WIMtflgeias. 


A flock of wild'^piKeona^flying very 


high in a northwestetlTtdjiectipn, at- 
tracted; the--attentioD»K>B*lhi3 village's 
population yesterday,'imd, the fldclrwaa 
watched with -intense ^interest untQ"i€ 
(L'sappcarfad in tho distance. 


"Now, that's what I call a genuine 


curiosity.'' said an old resident. • 'That's 
tho iirstflock, of jiigrjona I'vo: seen in 
tea years ia these parts, and. yet J can. 
remember whan-lhcy camo hero by tho' 
thousands every epmig and-fall. They 
used to nest in oar woods in the spring, 
and cnrne back again every»other lall ta'- 
fccd oo Ore beech-nuts. They came- 
every two years because they kneiv that 
the beech, trees were barren every other/ 
year, and they never mode a mistake in' 
the year, cither. 


"If It hadn't been for wild pigeons 


fibmo of the richest men in-this cottnty,' 
and in neighboring-countres-would have 
beoti poor to-day—that> is, if thoy had 
stayeu where.- they were. 
We '.used to 


have some-big pigeon years, but the 
season of 1837^ beat any two wo over 
had. 
Lumbering was the only business 


in this purt of the country then, as that 
and tanning an> now. The lumber was 
ritfted down to tho Delaware, nnd then 
to Philadelphia and other markets: In 
1837 times were bad. That was the 
year of the great panic. 
Lumber 


couldn't bo sold for what it cost to get 
it to market, nnd for what was .sold if 
\vus hard to get pay. To make matters 
worse, all crops failed in this region 
that season. The fall opened with pros- 
pects for starvation for tho hundreds of 
people who depended for sapport on the 
lumber business. Employers had no 
money to pay workmen, and thero was 
no wny to obtain tho necessaries of life. 


"It happened that iu 1837 was tho 


beech-nut year, and nobody remem- 
bered when tho nuts had been so plenty 
for many years. That was tho salva- 
tion of the region. People were begin- 
ning to talk in earnest of making raids 
upon tho surrounding towns and vil- 
lages to obtain supplies, the news of the 
bread riots in Now York having reached 
here, and given them the cue. • But be- 
fore any act of this kind was committed 
tho wild pigeons began-to arrive in the 
beeches, and in a very few (Jays the 
woods wcro alive with them. To say 
that there wcro millions of them does 
not approach the number. Every troc 
soomod to bo loaded, nnd tlio ground 
.was littered with the branches broken 
off by their weight as they thronged in 
trees nt night to roost. Tho noise made 
by their wings and throats was so great 
thnt the report of a gun could not be 
heard one hundred foot away. 
A per- 


son 
could 
go 
anywhere 
in 
tlio 


bocehcs, shut 
MB eyos 
and 
shoot, 


anil never fail to bring down pigeons. 
Tho wliolu 
region turned 
out 
to 


kill pigeons. Tb'ey were shot, clubbed, 
netted, and killed and captured in 
every known manner by men, women 
and children, and carried away by tho 
boatload and sold about the country. 


"There was a splendid rafting freshet 


in tho Delaware at the time, butalthoogh 
thero wcro many rafts rondy to run, it 
isn't likely one would havo boon started 
down the river if it bndn't been for tho 
wild pigeons. Old raftmen and others 
agreed to run these rafts to Philadelphia 
free of charge to tbo owners if they 
would grant them the privilege of load- 
ing tho lumber with pigeons. Theofler 
was gladly accepted, and every raft was 
run heavily freighted with pigeons. 
Some of the rafts were stopped at differ- 
ent points along tho river, where, bard 
ns tho times wcro, profitable markets 
wcro found for tho binls. Others ran 
through to Philadelphia direct, whoro 
tbo pigeons wore quickly sold at good 
prices. Tho freshet kept up so well 
tliat some speculators made several 
trips, clearing as high as $1,000 a trip, 
liuforo tho pigeons loft tho beeches, 
which was not for weeks, more money 
was brought back to tbo region from 
their sale than was received from all tho 
lumber that went to market. 
Men who, 


with their families, had been on tho 
verge of starvation, wero made com- 
paratively rich almost in a day, nnd the 
foundations of big fortunes wero laid. 
Ono of tho biggest grocery establish- 
ments, and oat- oi the wealthiest leather 
firms in New York City to-day, owe 
their existence to tho big pigeon year of 
1837, 
lor tlie men who own them wero 


started in business by their fathers, wbo 
made tlio money by rafting wild pigeons 
down tho river in that memorable full. 


"Speaking of beech nuts and specula- 


tion, another bie yc.ir for nuts was 
1S20, and that year a man named Con- 
rny went into a speculation that hod 
miite ft different result from tho ono in 
W'.lr-l pigeons that followed. 
In those 


ilay.s people were iu the Imbit of letting 
their pigs run in tho woods and fatten 
oi> tin: nuts. Conroy conceived the idea 
of fattening hogs in this way by tlio 
wholesale, nmt then gathering them up 
and driving them to market. Ho calcu- 
lated tbiit he could easily make a profit 
of at least tivo dollars on every hog thus 
fattened. 
He scoured the country and 


bought up at least a thousand and turned 
them into tho.beeches. They got along 
liueiy; but u week or so before he in- 
tended to collect his hogs and drivo 
thorn to market the weather turned ter- 
ribly cold nnd u foot of snow fell. When 
he went into the woods to get his hogs 
he found them scattered about dead, in 
groups of ;i ilo7.cn or <;o, where they had 
ninlilleil together to keep warm. A few 
only survived tbo cold, and they ran 
wild. 
Descendants of theirs lived in 


the woods for years, and wcro so wild 
tJuit they (illoriled many exciting hunts 
•for tlw sportsmen of that day.—Morsston 
l(N. ¥.) Cor. N. Y. Sun. 


—Tho olTicial census recently taken in 


China for the purpose of taxation shows- 
iv total population 255,000,000. 
This 


does not include tlio Mongolian and 
other outlying dependencies of the Em- 
pire, but only the eighteen provinces of 
China proper. Nor does it embrace the 
aboriginal tribes which exist in very 
considerable-numbers in the Island of 
Formosa and in many provinces. Mak- 
ing due allowance for all these, for the 
Mongolian dependencies and for tho 
undor-statoment due to the purpose for 
which the census was taken, it is prob- 
able that' the sum total of tho population 
of China really exceeds 300,000.000.

of man, they become private property 
and aro protected as such. To take t

tnro, is stealing.

Kings of EuHaml punished deer-steal 
1ng with death, but this law has been 
long a dead letter. 


Animals that have a money value 


such us cattle, .sheep and pigs, have 
ways been considered, in la\v, ns rmicl 
private properly rus horses and Iambi 
i'et animals, like dogs and cuts, w 
formerly held of little account. Tin 
man who Btolo a cow could bo sent to 
prison for theft, but if he stole n pe 
dog, he coidd cot be prosecuted as a 
criminal. 
Tlio owner, however, conk 


sun him and recover datnnges for th( 
loss, lu later years laws were passe'i. 
to cover this defect. 


Oivners of nnimals have-always beet 


liable for any mischief their pets ma) 
commit 
Formerly they were- not liabk 


unless they knew their animals were 
dangerous. For example, the first time 
a dog killed sheep the owner was no 
obliged to pay, but the second time hi 
w:us not excused. 


A man may keep a lieree dog to pro 


teet liia house from burglars, but must 
see to it tbat the dog is cliained. 
If 


then, ho bites a person who carelessly 
goes too near the kennel, the owner 
not respoDHible. 


Modern laws hold a dog-owner re- 


sponsible for tho animal's acts, even i: 
ho thinks that the-dog is not vicious. 
Inasmuch as every dog is liable to be- 
come fierce, the law says that whoever 
keeps ouo must take his chances. 


Any person may kill a dog that nt- 


taeks him while out of tho control ol 
its owner. 
If the dog is worrying cattle 


or sheep, anybody may kill "it. 
Ho,w- 


cver, tho dog is protected while ou the 
land of its owner. 


Now-a-days nearly all countries have 


laws providing dog-owners with licenses 
to keep their animals. Unless every dog 
has uu owner who is responsible for it, 
much damage would be douo for which 
no ono could bo called upon to pay. 
Under theso laws owners of unlicensed 
dogs may be lined. The dogs themselves 
aro killed by public officers who are 
charged with the duty. 


In the ancient German Empire n 


curious use was made of these animals. 
Tho Emperors Otto L anil Frederick 
Barbarossa condemned persona who 
were guilty of trying^o stir up sedition, 
and disturb tho peace of the public, to 
notoriety and derision. Tho offenders 
had to carry a dog upon their shoulders 
from one great town to another. 


Uses 01 this kind aro no longer in 


existence. Our dogs and other pets are 
dearer to us, in that we aro obliged to 
take care of them. — Youth's Companion.
